WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Sefior. de 
Lome, the Spanish Minister, has re- 
ceived a cable dispatch from Havana 
which seems to bear out the press re- 
port of the death of Antonio Maceo and 
young Gomez. As the cablegram was 
sent last night before the press reports 
it lacks many details of the latter. De 
Lome expects fresh advices from the 
government at Havana. Second-Secre- 
tary Diaz Albertini, the only member 
of the junta now in the city, expressed 
the opinion that the story had no basis 
of truth, and was sent out for the sole 
purpose of influencing and, if possible,

United States.

MAJ. CIRRUJEDA ITERVIEWED. 
HAVANA, Dec. 9.—(By CentralAmer- 
ican Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1896.) The confident claims of 
the Spanish officials that they have 
abundant proof of the death of Anto- 
nio Maceo and his young aide, Fran- 
cisco Gomez, son Of Maximo Gomez, 
continue without abatement. The de- 
tails announced today, however, of the 
facts relied upon for the identification 
of the two Cubans, have caused an un- 
dercurrent of doubt in this city. 
' Maj. Cirrujeda, who commanded the 
Spanish forces in the engagement at 
Punta Brava on Monday, and whose 
troops discovered the two bodies and 
gave the evidence of identification, con- 
sented to be interviewed on the cir- 
cumstances of the case. He said to- 
day to the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that when the rebels were 
routed it was evident that the body 
of the chief was abandoned on the 
field. The Spanish column, without 
stopping to explore the field, went in 
hot pursuit of. the insurgents and fol- 
lowed them for a mile or more. Mean- 
time, young Gomez is supposed to have 
committed suicide by Maceo’s side.

EXCITMENT AT MADRID. 

MADRID, Dec. 9.—The official an- 
nouncement of the death of Antonio 
Maceo and Francisco Gomez, the son 
of Maximo Gomez, has been published 
and has caused the greatest enthusi- 
asm. Crowds of students are march- 
ing through the streets, manifestations 
have been held infront.of the Ministry 
for the Colonies and the crowds cheered 
for Spain, the army and for Maj. Cirru- 


surgents under Maceo near Punta 
Brava, in Havana province. 
THE JUNTA’S RIDICULE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Dr. Estrada 
Palma and Dr. J. Castillo of the Cuban 
junta in this city refuse to give cred- 
ence to the report of the death of Gen. 
Antonio Maceo in a recent engagement 
with Maj. Cirrujeda, after crossing the 
trocha in the western part of Cuba. 

“This is the seventh time that the 
news of Maceo’s death has been cir- 
culated with the semblance of official 
authority,” said Dr. Castillo. Contin- 
uing, the doctor said it had always 
been the custom to report Maceo had 
fallen in conflict whenever he compelled 
the Spanish to retreat with heavy loss 
of life. “If he is dead, his death will 
not end the contest,’” said Dr. Castillo, 
who intimated that he looked upon the 
report in the light of a Spanish “fake.” 

“I shall reserve my decision until I 
receive more authentic information,” 
was all that Gen. Palma would say. 
Dr. Castillo thinks it strange that 
in making the identification of Maceo's 
body, no reference to the four bul- 
let wounds on Maceo’s breast was 
made. When the sixth report of his 
death had been circulated, one of the 
points of identification was the fina- 
ing of his initials “A. M.” on the saq- 
dle. 

“I saw the saddle, and knew there 
were no such letters on it,” added the 
doctor, who is hopeful that the latter 
report will turn out to be a pure fabri- 
cation. 

BRANCHES OF THE JUNTA. 
ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Dec. 9.—The Cuban 
junta inthe United States has invaded 
Missouri. Agents of the revolutionary 
forces struggling to free the blighted 
island of Cuba from the oppression of 
Spanish rule, under the direct super- 
vision of Sefior Palma, president of the 
New York junta, are working secretly 
in this section of the country for finan- 
cial and other assistance for the strug- 
gling Cubans. It is understood that 
these agents have already organized 
branches of the junta in Ohio, Indlana 
and Illinois, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago and Indianapolis, with small sub- 
Stations in the larger cities of thése 
States. 

In Missouri the main offices, it is said, 
will be in St, Louis, with branches at 
Sedalia, Springfield and Kansas City. 
The headquarters in Iowa will be at 
Des Moines, with sub-stations at Bur- 
lington and Sioux City. 

It is the intention of the Cuban sym- 
pathizers in the United States to extend 
the junta from one section of the coun- 
try to the other, overlooking no oppor- 
tunity or advantage of advancing the 
cause of Cuban liberty. 
One jof the objects of the junta is to 
encourage influence for the movement 
looking to the recognition of the Cuban 
revolutionists by this government. 
There is no international law against 
the league as a body of sympathizers, 
but sympathies being one of the minor 
ideas of the bodies, as compared with 
giving substantial and serviceable as- 
sistance to the revolutionists, the pro- 
moters of the junta are operating with 
a precaution that surrounds their

“The body of Maceo,” Maj. Cirrujeda 
continued, “was:.@Heved of a ring, 


clothing, etc. The guerrillas who per- 
formed the act were at the time quite 
unaware that the body was that of 
Maceo. In fact, little attention was 
paid to the identity of the bodies. It 
was already dark on the field, and it 
Was raining. Various other bodies 
were also searched.” 

It was an adjutant, according to 

Maj. Cirrujeda’s further statement, 
who insisted that this body and the 
other, which was lying by its side, were 
evidently of first-rate importance, and 
that they must not be left without 
identification. 
“The two bodies were therefore tied 
by the feet to the tails of some horses,” 
said the major, ‘‘and thus dragged »ver 
the ground, the intention being to carry 
them to town for identification. But 
after proceeding for a while the horses 
became tired with their burdens, and 
the bodies were cut loose and ieft in 
the road.’”’ 

When the troops reached Guato, Maj. 
Cirrujeda proceeded to read the docu- 
ments which had been found upon the 
bodies, and which were described in a 
dispatch exclusively to the Associated 
Press yesterday. They include a letter 
addressed to ‘Dear Pancho,” signed M. 
Gomez: a diary of Maceo’s operations 
from November 26 to December 7, and 
a note in pencil found on the body of 
the younger man, saying he _ died 
rather than abandon the body of his 
general, Maceo. The undershirts and. 
socks on the body of the older man 
were marked with the initials ‘‘A. M.,’’ 
and a ring on the finger contained the 
engraved™ inscription “Antonio y 
Maria.” 

After reading these documents, Maj. 
Cirrujeda says he became _ convinced 
that the bodies which his troops had 
abandoned were those of Antonio Maceo 
and young Gomez. But it was then too 
late to return and recover them. Maj. 
Cirrujeda, however, expresses the firm 
conviction that they were those of Ma- 
ceo and Gomez's son. 

With the insurgents in the battle, 
Maj. Cirrujeda says, was a beautiful 
amazon, about 22 years old, who urged 
the rebels, ‘‘a la machete,” but at the 
same time interposed to protect the 
prisoners. 

Maj. Cirrujeda has taken charge of 
the objects found 9n the body said to 
be that of Maceo, for further examina- 
tion. There was a gold watch, a splen- 
did pair of cuff buttons made by Moreu 
Torin, Paris, with five-pointed stars on 
them, and inclosed in a big strapped 
leather case: a hunting knife with an 
ebony handle and gold-mounted, and a 
good water-proof coat. All of these 
were taken from the body by the scout 
Santa Ana. 

It is thus seen that there has been no 
identification of the bodies themselves, 
the conviction as to the identity rest- 
ing upon the evidence of documents and 
articles found upon them. There is no 
doubt, afowever, of the assurance of the 
general public here that Maceo is dead. 
It is pointed out that he met his death 
in a similar manner to that of José 
Marti and Zayas. His loss is regarded 
as the heaviest blow the revolution has 
received. and it is felt that his con- 
tinued life was all that could save the 
insurgeni: movement. He was the most 
striking personal character of the out- 
break. 

Maj. Cirrujeda telegraphed to head- 
quarters yesterday that after the bat- 
tle of Punta Brava, he had been 
obliged to abandon the bodies which, 
in the course of a reconnoisance, his 
troops had discovered to be the bodies 
of Antonio Maceo and FranciscoGomez. 
The.guide of the column said the body 
looked like Maceo. Some one standing 
hy observed that Maceo was in Pinar 
4el Rio, but it is nevertheless believed 
‘he bodies were those of the Cuban 
‘eaders. The bugler of the battalion 
of San Quentin was taking a ring from 
the fallen Cuban when he found he was 
still alive. He thereupon killed him 
with a machete. 

The insurgents, upon noting the 
small foree of the reconmoitering party, 
rushed in with a large number of 
troops and succeeded im carrying away 
the body said to be Maceo’s, but with-

SAN FRACISCO, Dec. 9.—The 
legal contest between Sharkey and 
Fitzsimmons for the possession of the 
$10,000 purse has commenced before 
the Superior Court. The excitement was 
intense when the pruceedings began 
in the crowded courtrvom, and Mana- 
ger Julian brought out his witnesses 
to prove the conspiracy which he 
stated had deprived Fitzsimmons of 
the purse. 

“Australian Billy” Smith, one of 
Sharkey’s trainers, was the first wit- 
ness. He detailed his work in connec- 
tion with preparing Sharkey for the 
ring, and said that when the question 
of selecting a referee was mooted in 
Sharkey’s training quarters, he was 
asked to suggest a referee. The witness 
suggested Hiram Cook, and Lynch 
then asked. him if he knew Cook well 
enough to “talk business with him.” 
Afterward, the witness’ said, Lynch 
characterized Cook as “‘no good,” be- 
cause he would not favor his own 
brother in a fight. 


On the evening of the fight Sharkey | 


told witness that Earp had been fixed 
as referee, and that “Earp was all 
right.”’ The witness described the up- 
roar over the preliminaries to the 
fight, and said that when Fitzsimmons 


objected to the bandages on Sharkey's 


| 


perjured himself, ,and 


stand. The fact of the matter Is that 
Smith perjured himself, and we will 
prosecute him for perjury when the 
presents trial is over, His statement is 
a tissue of falsehoods from beginning 
to end, and It is very clear to me that 
he has been bought by the Fitzsimmons 
crowd to give testimony damaging to 
Sharkey's case. 

“Smith demanded $1000 after the fight 
for four weeks assistance as trainer. 
Sharkey refused to give more than $409. 
This is the animus of his testimony in 
court. Smith stated«on the stand today 
that I had said to Sharkey when he fell 
in the eighth round, to ‘Place his hand 
on his groin and pretend to faint.’ As 
a matter of fact, I was in the timers’ 
stand, fifty feet from the ring at the 
time Sharkey was struck, and did not 
get any nearer to the ring than that 
his awaited 
him. 

“He was carried into the room accom- 
panied by his three trainers, the doctor, 
myself and several newspaper men. In 
all there were at least a score of per- 
sonal friends in the room, and there 
was no opportunity for tampering with 
Sharkey, should any one have so de- 
sired, Smith did not remove Sharkey’'s 
bandages, but this was done by the doc- 
tor. Sharkey never saw Earp until he 
entered the ring. I did not know Earp 
was selected to act as referee until I 
saw the announcement in the afternoon 
papers. I ask that Sharkey's friends 
suspend judgment until our witnesses 


will prove that Smith 
can be heard. We will’p take 
action against him on this ground. 

ATTACHED BY CREDITORS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9—A fre- 
markable thing about the tangle cone 
sequent upon the decision of the ret-’ 
eree in the Fitzsimmons-Sharkey flasco 
is that all the men who figure as prin- 
cipals in the affair, outside of Sharkey. 
have been attached for various sums 
by wrathy creditors. And now the 
sailor himself is to be dragged into 
the net, for two attachment suits 
against him are being prepared, the 
creditors being two old trainers, who 
claim in all $11. for their services. 

The present combination of circum- 
stances will probably lead in the near 
future to, the National Sporting Club 
hanging up 4 purse of $20,000 for a sec- 
ond fight between Sharkey and Fitz- 

ons,

Sharkey was all 
right. 

George Allen, another of Sharkey’s 

trainers, corroborated the story of the 
previous witness, adding that several 
physicians were refused admittance 
when Sharkey was undergoing the op- 
eration with Allen, which produced 
the evidence of a foul. Lynch said 
no doctor should come tnto the room 
and interfere with his plans, 
The witness said Sharkey told him 
the National Athletic Club was com- 
posed of Groom, Gibbs, Lynch and 
Sharkey, and that Sharkey was to re- 
ceive 20 per cent. of the proceeds of 
the fight after the purse was deducted. 
Sharkey said his three partners in the 
National Club were broke, and Shar- 
key had had to advance $2500 for. pre- 
liminary expenses which had left the 
sailor pugilist stranded financially. 

The witness said that a few days 
before the fight Sharkey told him he 
thought Earp would be the right kind 
of a referee for him, and added it 
would be worth $2500 to Earp if he were 
the “right kind of a referee.” 

Smith was cross-examined by Shark- 


| ey’s counsel, but nothing of any im- 


portance was elicited. The case then 
went over until tomorrow. 

Trainer Allen, who has not yet ap- 
peared as a witness, will then go on 
the stand and corroborate Smith's tes- 
timony. | 

“Australian” Billy Smith, one of 
Sharkey’s trainers, said today: “I 
talked to Sharkey at 10 o’clock on the 
morning of the fight. He told me that 
Earp would be chosen referee and that 
the game was for him to be given the 
decision on a foul in the first round, 
or as soon after that as Fitzsimmons 
hit him a body blow of any kind. Then 
Needham was to jump into the ring 
and claim a foul. He told me not to 
say I knew anything, and that Lynch 
and Needham would be crazy if they 
found ‘out he had told me. When the 
men got into the ring, and Fitzsim- 
mons objected to Sharkey’s hand 
bandages, Earp came over to our cor- 
ner and whispered to Sharkey: ‘Take 
off the bandages, Tom; it will be all 
right, anyhow.’ 

“Well, things went on until the 
eighth round, and I saw Sharkey fall. 
I did not see the blow that sent him 
down. I climbed up into the _ ring, 
picked him up and hauled him to his 
corner. In a minute or two Lynch 
came up into the ring and rushing 
over to Sharkey, said to him: ‘Now, 
keep your hands down and pretend to 
be in great pain,’ but Sharkey was so 
badly dazed by the blow on the head 
that. he forgot to do what Lynch or- 
dered, except once in a while.

‘Don’t let a — — soul in—réporters, 
doctors, or anybody else.’ 

“On visiting Sharkey the night after 
the fight, the latter called me to his 
pillow. He said: ‘What kind of a 
fight did I put up?’ I said: ‘Pretty 
good.’ He said: ‘That — — — can 
beat Corbett in two rounds. He hits 
like the hind foot of ‘a mule.’ I told 
Sharkey he would have a ‘cauliflower’ 
ear sure, and he said, ‘Yes, — it; it 
will spoil my good looks.’ ”

Senate Takes Up the 
Dingley Bill. 


No Discussion Except Over Mr 
Allen's Motion, 


Red-hot Resolutions in Support 
of the Cubans. 


The United States Asked to Send Its 
Armies to the Island—New Bills 
Introdaced — Senator Chandler 
Wants to Cut Salaries—House. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—SENATE.— 
The Senate today, by the decisive vote 
of 35 to 21, adopted a motion to take up 
the Dingley Tariff Bill. Unexpected 
and surprising as this action was, it 
did not have the significance which the 
vote itself appears to convey. 

Immediately following it, Mr. Aldrich 
of Rhode Island, one of the Republican 
members of the Finance Committee, 
moved to recommit the bill to that 
committee and this motion was pend-. 
ing when, at 2 o'clock, the morning 
hour expired, and the.entire matter 
lapsed as though no vote had been 
taken. Neither the bill nor the motion 
to recommit will enjoy any privilege or 
precedence as the result of the action 
today. It showed, however, some lively 
parliamentary fencing between Mr. Al- 
len (Pop., of Neb.,) the author of the 
motion, and Messrs. Chandler, Hale 
and Aldrich, and was an exposition of 
the uncertain and shifting elements 
within the Senate when a vote is pre- 
cipitated on an important public ques- 
tion. 

The debate was at times sharp and 
personal. Mr. Allen is very fluent in 
his expressions, and he taunted the Re- 
publicans for shrinking in the Dingley 
Bill, after conducting a tariff cam- 


that be that in the Republican party,” 
said Mr. Allen, ‘“‘with the incoming ade- 
ministration we are to have an extra- 
ordinary session of Congress, for the 
purpose of restoring the tariff laws.” 

Thus Mr. Allen went on, touching 


reserved for caucus consideration. Mr. 
Chandler reminded Mr. Allen that not 
only had the tariff won, but free silver 
had lost in the recent election, and he 
urged Mr. Allen toaid in a genuine effort 
to execute the will of the people. Mr. 
Hale .took occasion to state with frank- 
ness that the Republican Senators ex- 
pected an actual majority in the next 
Senate which would make tariff legis- 
lation more easy of accomplishment 
than it is now. 

. Mr. Aldrich’s first move was to ask 
to have the bill referred back to the 
Finance Committee, with instructions 
to strike out the silver amendment, 
but later he accepted the suggestion of 
Mr. Harris to omit.the instructions. It 
was in this form that the question of 
recommittal was pending when 2 
o’clock arrived and cut off debate. 

Early in the day three sets of vigor- 
ous resolutions for Cuban independence 
furnished an interesting feature. They 
came from Mr. Cameron of Pennsylva- 
nia, Mr. Mills of Texas and Mr. Call of 
Florida, and while differing in terms, 
breathed the same spirit of recognition 
by the United States of Cuban inde- 
pendence. 

Mr. Frye of Maine, president pro 
tempore, occupied the chair today in 
the absence of the Vice-President. The 
prayer of Rev. Dr. Milburn made elo- 
quent reference to the late Charles F. 
Crisp of Georgia, “a man faithful and 
loyal in all his relations: an admirable 
presiding officer, an earnest and faith- 
ful servant of the people. May his 
name be graven on the tablet of his 
nation’s memory.” 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut’ presented 
the report of the joint select committee 
of Congress relative to the question of 
alcohol used in the arts, etc., and of- 
fered a resolution for the continuance 
of the committee. 

This cleared the way for the series of 
vigorous Cuban resolutions. The Cam- 
eron resolution went to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, as did that of 
Mr. Mills of Texas. 

Mr. Call of Florida followed with an- 
other joint resolution, as follows: 

“Resolved, by the Senate ahd House 
of Representatives that the United 
States of America recognizes the Re- 
public of Cuba as a free and indepen- 
dent country and accord the people of 
Cuba all the rights of a sovereign and 
independent government in the ports 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States.’” 

The Call resolution. went to the ta- 
ble, Mr. Call announcing that he would 
speak on it at an early day. The three 
Cuban resolutions came in quick. suc- 
cession, each being read in full, and 
occasioned marked attention, owing to 
the directness and vigor of the lan- 
guage used by the three Senators. 

After these came a fiood of bills cove 
ering every phase of legislation, in- 
cluding an anti-trust bill and a meas- 
ure to withdraw small notes from cir- 
culation by Mr. Shoup, and a bill for 
the ‘“‘temporary reduction of salaries of 
United States officers,” by Mr. Crandler, 

The resolution for the continuance 
of the joint committee inquiring into 
the question of alcohol used in the arts, 
Was adopted. 

Mr. Morrill of Vermont offered a 
resolution evidently directed against 
the use of the new Congressional! li- 
brary for the next inaugural bali, as 
has been proposed. The resolution re- 
cites that the new library shall not 
be used for any other than library pur- 
poses. The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Libraries: 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska offered a reso- 
lutien reciting that it is the settled 
doctrine that’no State has the power 
to affect the integrity of contracts hy 
legislation or otherwise. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire se- 
cured the adoption without comment 
of a sweeping resolution directing the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce to 
inquire into the prevention of coin 
tition by, the Joint Traffic Association, 
composed of the railroads of the coun- 
try; also the reported combination of 
the flour and milling interests of the 
country: also the reported combination 
of the window-glass interests.

The Boston Boy Holds His Own with 
the Colored Lad.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Tommy West 
of Boston fought a  nineteen-round 
draw with Joe Walcott, the famous col- 
ored welterweight, at the Marlborough 
Athletic Club tonight. A match has 
been arranged between Walcott and 
Dick O’Briem, but another club insisted 
that O’Brien could not appear.

form the banks: The banks should be 
fifteen feet wide at the bottom and 


high, thus giving the sides a slope of 


bank, especially next to the water. 
When the bank is completed, plow, 
harrow and pulverize the bottom of 
the reservoir as finely as possible, and 
with a sharp-toothed hand rake pul- 
verize the inside slope of the bank and 
apply water enough to mix this pul- 
verized dirt into a puddle as thin as 
thick cream. This will prevent leaking. 
Use both hands and bare feet of sev- 
eral persons in making the puddle. 
Fill the reservoir with water before 
the puddle dries, and then never per- 
mit it to remain empty long enough 
to get dry, as every crack from drying 
will leak. Now put the soil that was 
first removed upon the outside of the 
bank and sod it over or seed it to 
some grass that will make a close, 
tough sod to prevent washing down in 
heavy rains. An outlet pipe should be 
put in position an inch or two above 
the ground, when the foundation of 
the bank is made, and the bank can 
then be built up over it. . Make this 
pipe large enough, and put in a trap 
gate at the inside end, to stick up out 
of the water, protecting entrance to 
same by wire screen to keep out odb- 
structions. Of course this reservoir 
must be on the highest portion of the 
ground irrigated. Such a reservoir is 
necessary in all cases of irrigation by 
pumping, whether from well, lake or 
stream, andin gravity irrigation from 
springs, except in the case of very 
large springs. This reservoir is filled 
during the night or during intervals 
as applications of, water to the 
and. 


Growing Horse-radish. 


(Montreal Herald and Star:) The 
horseradish is a perennial, that is, once 
f'owing, it r mains im the greund per- 
manently. For market purposes this 
will not do, on account of the forked 
and fibrous condition of the old routs, 
Whereas the market demands cleen, 
straight roots without any side growth. 
So that the plant is grown for one crop 
only, when it is dug, and the land 
cleared of every root or part of one. 
The land being made rich and fine is 
marked out into rows two feet apart.. 
Cuttings of the waste roots, four to six 
inches long, are then planted in the 
rows sixteen inches apart. They. are 
dropped into holes made by a dibble, 
and covered two inches deep with the 
soil, the soil is pressed to the root cut- 
tings by the dibble, and the hole quite 
filled up. The ground is kept free from 
weeds and well hoed until the crop en- 
tirely shades the surface. It is the cus- 
tom to plant early cabbages or beets 
between the rows of the horseradish, 
as this matures late, while the early 
crop does not injure the latter one: 
indeed, the business gardeners treat the 
horseradish at first as a weed, hoeing 
off the leaves as they appear until the 
first crop is out of the way, when it 
grows rapidlv and covers. the 
ground, one hoeing being all that is 
‘needed. After the growth is made the 
roots are dug, trimmed of side shoots, 
which are kept for the next year’s 
planting, washed and tied in bundlles 
weighing as near @ pound as possible, 
the roots being sold: by weight. The 
yield is about five tons per acre, the 
roots averaging three-fourths of a 
pound, and 12.000 roots being grown in 
one acre. It is @ Common practice for 
the growers to shred the roots and bot- 
tle the product in vinegar, in which 
condition it is most saleable at the gro- 
cery stores. The roots are grated in‘a 
small machine made of gheet iron

Cirrujeda attempted to _ return to 
Punta Brava with the corpse, when 
rebel reinforcements attacked him on 
the road, rescuing the body.

POSSESSES A ”BUG BIBLE.” 


The Only One in America; Other 
Three Owned in England. — 
(New York Mail and Express:) James 


Vincent. Sr., of Tabor, Iowa, owns the 


“Bug Bible” in the | 


United States,so he writes to Libra- 
rian Stevenson of the Allegheny Carne- 
gie Library. There is no direct offer of 
sale, but a suggestion that it should. 
be in some public library, says the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
Mr. Vincent says the Bible was 
brought to this country in 1848, and 
that it is one of only four copies ex- 
tant, the remaining three being in 
English collections. He says it bears 


date of 1549, and has the introduction 
by Miles Coverdale. His allusion to | 


the queer translation of a word, which ‘ 


has given this Bible the name of 
“Bug” is correct, and if he states the 
date accurately it is a more precious 
copy than that generally called the 
“Bug Bible.” In the fifth verse of the 
Ninety-first Psalm the reading is: 
“Thou shalt not need to be afraid for 
any bugges by night,’ whereas the au- 
thorized version has ‘‘terror’’ for 
“bugges’—possibly a word akin with 
bogie, and not an old English plural of 
bug. 

Then Mr. Vincent alludes to this cu- 
rious note of the editor to the third 
chapter of the first epistle of St. Peter, 
where the text alludes to the wife. 
Sara: ‘And if she be not obedient and 
helpful unto him (he) endeavoreth to | 
beat the fear of God into her head, 


that thereby she may be compelled to 


learn her duty and to do it.’’ Such were | 
sixteenth-century ideas of disciplining 
a wife. 

Mr. Stevenson says he has no fund 
available for the purchase of rare edi- 
tions of the Bible, for if once begun an 
approach to even a fine collection would 
entail a large expenditure. The ‘“‘Bug 
Bible” has its much better-known com- 
panions, all named from typographical 
errors, as the “Vinegar Bible.”’ which 
calls the parable of the vineyard that 
of the “vinegar:” the ‘“Placemaker’s 
Bible.” which contains the spoils doc- 
trine by making placemakers, and not 
peacemakers, blessed, and not least of 
the “Wicked Bible,” which leaves 
“not” out of the Seventh Command- 
ment. 

In 1877 there was held in South Ken- 
sington, Eng., the Caxton memorial 
celebration in honor of the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of Caxton’s print- 
ing press. Part of the exhibition was 
devoted to Bibles. and therein was a 
“Bug Bible’ of 1551. It was known as 
the Matthews translation, a pseudonym 
for John Daniel, and the text was that 
of Coverdale, the first translator of the 
complete Bible into English from the 
“Douche and Latyn.” But the bug er- 
ror is also in the Matthews edition of 
1549. It was in these days when the 
common people dared not possess a Bi- 
ble, and William Lyndale was strangled 
to death. But what this Caxton exhi- 
bition solved was what as a literary 
mystery had elicited inquiry for three 
centuries. Where was the Coverdale 
translation printed? It was settled to 
be Antwerp, Belgium, and, curiously 
enough, that is where Mr. Vincent's | 
Bible was printed.

PLANS FOR A NEW TRANSPA- 
CIFIC LINE. 


E. C. Potter of Chicago Presents His 
| Scheme to a Meeting of Basi- 
mess Men,

GOVERNMENT AID IS EXPECTED. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ASKED TO 
SLBSCRIBE. 


Only High-ciaas Vessels Equal to the 
Atlantic Liners Will Be Em- 
ployed—Coast Trade Will 
Be Developed. 


The proposed Japanese steamship line 
was the subject of discussion at an 
important meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon. A 
number of prominent business men of 
the city Were present, as 
committee of leading citizens of San 
Diego. The guests of the occasion were 
E. C. Potter of Chicago, the chief pro- 
motor of the present enterprise, and A. 
H.: Butier of Yokohama, who has been 
earnestly working’ for some time past 
to secure steamship service between 
Japan and Southern California. Mr. 
Potter has devoted much time and at- 
tention to the proposed enterprise and 
as he is himself a man of large means 
the plan which he has. suggested 
arouses much interest both here and at 
San Diego. 

The meeting ,was called to order by 
W. C. Patterson, but as he was unable 
to remain Judge Graff was asked to 
preside. With a few words of intro- 
duction, Mr. Potter was called upon to 
present to the meeting the outline of 
his plan. 

Mr. Potter explained at the outset 
that he proposed to organize a com- 
pany with $5,000,000 capital stock, of 
Which $3,000,000 shall be issued. He pro- 
posed also a bond. issue of © $5,000,000. 
Four steamers of 8000 tons each and a 
speed of twenty knots are to be built, 
the cost probably approximating $6,- 
500,000. The bonds are to be secured 
upon the steamers. Southern Califor- 
nia is asked to furnish $500,000 of the 
required capital, the remainder being 
supplied by Mr. Potter and his asso- 
ciates. The ocean mail subsidy act 
which brought into being the great 
American steamships St. Paul and New 
York, applies to all steamships of a 
certain class, and it is proposed by Mr. 
Potter to build vessels of this class so 
that they will receive a government 
subsidy for every trip. The mail. con- 
tract runs for ten years and the bonds 
are to run for the same period. The 
subsidy will, in ten years, pay the 
bonds, leaving the steamships the un- 
encumbered property of the company. 

Mr. Potter said that for two years 
past he had been investigating trans- 
ited Japan and had been greatly im- 
pressed with the possibilities of traffic 
with this country. He then returned 
to this country and examined the har- 
bors on the Pacific Coast. San Diego 
offered greater advantages than any 
other port, because of its railway con- 
nections, its harbor and its climate. 
Mr. Potter said: 


“The passenger traffic on the Pacific 


is growing rapidly. Japan is advertis- 
ing herself greatly. Everybody is 
charmed who visits there. Wealthy peo- 
ple of the East, the travelers, have ex- 
hausted Europe, and are now looking 
toward other parts of the globe to 
make their journeys. The legion of 
globe-trotters is being added to every 
year. Round-the-world trips are the 
fashion now. 

“‘Now as to the style of ships. The 
ships we want are such as are found on 
the Atlantic today—large size, high 
speed. There is hardly a ship on the 
Atlantic that can get passengers unless 
she makes pretty close to 20 knots. 
People want to get across in four or five 
days. They don’t want to spend much 
time on the water. That’s the kind of 
a ship we want, and in connection with 
the attractions of the route we can offer 


it will make it an ideal} line. 


“To complete this ideal line we must 
receive the aid of the government sub- 
sidy.: 

‘“T?nder the subsidy act the steamers 
must be of one of four classes. The 
first class requires steamers of at least 
£000 tons and 20 knots speed. We aim 
at the first class. To make trips every 
fortnight. as required by the acti, 
would take four steamers, which would 
eost between $6,000,000 and $7,000,000. 
To operate them would require a capi- 


- tal of about $8,000,000. 


“This is a great amuunt of money to 
raise. First I went to Wall stteet and 
interviewed the moneyed men there. I 
appealed first to the railroads, as being 
the most naturally interested in trans- 
portation propositions. I received great 
encouragement from them, and through 
them have probably arranged to 8ecure 
the larger part of the money necessary. 
But in discussing the matte® they 
thought best to lay: the matter before 
the people of Southern California and 
find how much they would assist and 
support the enterprise. The matter, 
they said, would he largely determined 
by the support Southern California 
would give it. 

“Of course, Los Angeles and San 
Diego are not like New York and Bos- 
ton in a financial sense, and they un- 
derstand that back there, but still. the 
attitude of the people here, and their 
willingness to support the matter to 
the best of their ability, will have great 
weight in the East. 

“We have hopes of securing from the 
people of Southern California sub- 
scriptions of Capital stock amounting to 
$500,000. That would leave $7,50©.000 to 
be raised in the East. which is cer- 
tainly fair to Southern California. I he- 
lieve this can be done, and that the 
people here, when they thoroughly real- 
ize the matter, will be glad to aid in 
their own advancement to this extent. 
It is not a contribution, a donation, nor 
a subsidy.- It is an investment In stock 
in the company. The line will cause 
such an improvement in business, ad- 
vancement in realty, and growth of all 
lines of trade, that the amount ratsed 
by Southern California will be smal! in 
comparison with the immediate benefits. 

“The transpacific line will make of 
Los Angeles and San Diego distributing 
centers for oriental business. When I 
first went to Japan, something over 
three years ago, there was not half the 
business with the United States that 
there is now. The steamers now are 
not able to carry all the freight. I have 


‘shipped myself within the last thirty 


days nearly 5000 bales of cotton, almost 
enough to load one_ steamer. . 
“Here is the city of San Diego wit 
the best of railroad facilities to Chi- 
cago, and no steamer line. The Santa 
Fé and all its connections, reaching 9 
miles of rails, and no steamer connec- 
tion. This great rail connection means 


that with steamers you will get a trade’ 


from all points tapped by the road. 
Large jobbing and wholesale houses 
will come to Los Angeles, and large 
capital will come to handle the busi- 
ness.” 

Mr. Potter said in conclusion that a 
steamship line to Japan should yield a 
met income of at least 8 per cent. 

Mr. Potter’s remarks were recelved 
with deep attention. When he had con- 
cluded, many questions were asked by

The action of the City Council in 
passing an ordinance requiring meat 
dealers selling meat from wagons to 
pay a tax of $50 per month is class 
legislation of a reprehensible and in- 
defensible character.. The tax is pro- 
scriptive, and is intended 8o to be. Its 
plain purpose as to drive out of busi- 
ness a class of dealers who serve the 
interests of people living in the subur- 
ban sections far better than they could 
be served if the meat-peddling wagons 
were abolished. The effect of driving 
these dealers out of business would be 
to cause great inconvenience to thou- 
sands of our citizens, needlessly com- 
pelling them to go long distances to 
procure that which is now brought to 
their doors; to say nothing of the 
grave injustice to a class of men who 
are engaged in a legitimate business.

BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. 


Henry Clews, in his latest financial 
review, notes a general feeling of con- 
fidence in financial and business cir- 
cles. He says: 

“One remarkable feature in the pres- 
ent business situation is the compara- 
tive absence of distrust as to the solv- 
ency of men of business; which is 
something very different from what 
might have been expected after such a 
severe depression as has lately smitten 
the nation. One of the features of this 
month is usually the apprehension of 
a crop of failures; but, at present, 
whisperings of such disasters are 
scarcely heard. In brief, the feeling in 
credit circles is a really healthy one; 
and this fact, coming simultaneously 
with an abundance of capital seeking 
employment, is a sure forerunner of a 
sound and active course of business at 
large. In this connection, it is satis- 
factory to note that, in trade circles, 
the feeling is unqualifiedly hopeful. 
Merchants feel no disappointment be- 
cause business has not revived in- 
stantly upon the result of the elec- 
tion. They knew that any spurt in 
trade at the close of the season was 
out of the question, and they see 
enough to satisfy them that affairs 
have now entered on a phase in which 
a great revival of trade is inevitable. 
In every branch of operations the feel- 
ing is that of entire confidence in the 
spring trade. This applies to all sec- 
tions of the country, and one looks in 
vain for a shadow of pessimism any- 
where.”

A NURSE OF THE CIVIL WAR WHO IS NOT UNKOWN 
TO FAME, 


A Family of Patriots—Her People Have Been Fighters for Generations Back-—-She 
: Tells How Her Grandmother Gave George Washington Pointers About 
_ the Movements of British Troops—Walked 3 
Across the Plains in 1852, 


MRS. ELIZABETH DODGE is 
her real name, but she ddesn’t 
object when you call her 
“Grandma” Dodge. She lives at 
Santa Monica and .enjoys the 
distinction of being the eldest 
of the nurses who ministered to suf- 
fering soldiers during the late civil war. 
“Grandma” Dodge will be 79 years 
old next March, but she is more active 
than many women twenty years 
younger. Her sister attended the fun- 
eral of George Washington. She can 
speak familiarly of the days of An- 
drew Jacksoh, John C. Calhoun and 
other statesmen of many years ago, but 
she is none the less well informed of 
the events of today. She reads the 
newspapers thoroughly and with inter- 
est and chats intelligently on matters 
of current news. She was one of the 
most ardent supporters of William Mc- 
Kinley in his recent successful cam- 
paign for the Presidency, and probably 
no one cheered with more spirit than 
did she when the announcement came 
that he was elected. 
Personally her appearance is inter- 
esting. Her face is wrinkled and 
bronzed with mafy years of exposure. 
Her hands are rough and calloused, 
but are still able to do a wonderful 
amount of toil. She lives in a tiny 
cottage a little way out of town. A 
Small pension comes to her, and, aided 
by this, she not only supports herself, 
but is able to help others as well. 
When she secured a pension it was 
Without the red-tape methods and de- 
lay usually attaching. to that process.

Grandfather kept 
secreted, for had they discovered him, 
they would doubtless have taken him 
prisoner.

HUNTING AMERICAN GOLD 


CHARLES BUTTERS. COMES ALL THE 
WAY FROM AFRICA. 


He Will Prospect on Behalf of 
Fature Devrlopments—Conditions 
in the Transvaal—Need of an In- 
ternational Exchange. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


~NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The Herald this | 


morning says that Charles Butters, an 
American mining engineer and expert 
of the highest reputation, whose fame 
is as well known in\Europe as in this 
country, has arrived here from Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa, where he 
has been for about six years in charge 
of some of the largest mining interests 
in the Transvaal. Butters’s visit to the 
United States is chiefly for the purpose 
of examining into the gold resources 
of the country, with a view of their 
further development by Americans and 
Europeans. He is one of the eleven 
Americans who, with John Hays Ham- 
mond, were arrested by the Boer gov- 
ernment because of affiliation with the 
reform movement in the Transvaal last 
year at the time of Dr. Jameson’s raid. 
Butters was released May 20, fined 
$10,000, and-obliged to give a bond not 
to interfere in the affairs of the Boer 
government for three years. 

In an interview Butters said: 

“The Transvaal government is now 
settling down to assist the mining in- 


terests in every possible way. The gov- 


ernment fcels that absolutely essential. 
A large anm.ount of capital that has been 
made there is going to Australia or 
New Zealand, or else coming to this 
country. Many capitalists think that 
less attention has been paid to the gold 
resources of the United States than 
should be the case. Foreign, as well as 
American capitalists are now turning 
their attention to this county and are 
sending engineers directly into the field, 
so that the slump in values in the 
Transvaal is really a benefit to other 
gold-produ:ing countries. 

“The United States holds first place 
as a gold-prodvcing country,” said But- 
ters, “and I do not think it will ever 
be overtaken. The business of sold- 
producing has really become one of the 
most important in the world. The fi- 
nancial houses of Europe are beginning 
to recognize that fact and many of 
them are organizing a mining depart- 
ment.” 

In their business Butters said that, 
as far as he has observed, it was not 
considered proper here in the Eastern 
States for a first-class financial house 
to be interested in gold mining. This 
feeling, he thought, would, wear away, 
as the business men in he United 
States become more fully acquainted 
with those who are making the invest- 
ments and carrying on the work. The 
confidence which has been placed in 
American mining engineers who have 
carried out the practical part of the 
work by foreign investors, and the 
money that has been made by the skill 
and ability of those who are developing 
the investments, will tend to gradually 
give eastern investors confidence in 
such enterprises. One thing that pre- 
vents the enlistment of foreign capital 
in United States gold mining was that 
there is no international exchange for 
gold-mining stocks here. 

“No European investor would think 
of buying shares in an American gold- 
mining .company whose shares are 
quoted at a few cents each,” he ob- 
served, ‘as in the case, for instance, 
with certain Cripple Creek stocks. 
Some of these days, when the best busi- 
ness elements in the United States be- 


gin to realize that Europeans are forg-— 


ing ahead of us in gold mining, these 
elements will combine and organize a 
first-class mining exchange, which will 
have on its committees the ablest men 
who are known at home and abroad, 
and whose names will be a guarantee 


of the standing of the exchange. Such | 
an enterprise will have the support of | 


many of the principal houses in Europe 
and will give gold-mining shares here 
a chance to be dealt in abroad.” 
Butters, accompanied by his family, 
will leave New York on Friday for the 
West. He will look at different gold

then sail for Cape Town by way of 
England. They expect to return to the 
United States in about one year, to re- 
main permanently.

RUDOLPH BROCKMAN CAUSES HIS 
DAUGHTER’S DEATH. 


Gives Her a Terrible Beating and 
Then Ties Her by the Ankles to 
His Wagon—She Dies from Her

OSWEGO (Kan.,) Dec. 9—After a 
long preliminary examination, Rudolph 
Brockman, a wealthy farmer living in 
Osage township, has been held in the 
sum of $10,000 to answer for the murder 
of his seventeen-year-old daughter 
Mary. Four weeks ago Brockman gave 
the girl a terrible beating, because she 
did not work to suit him in his corn 
field. He then tied a rope around one 
of her ankles, fastened the other end of 
the rope to the rear axle of his gon, 
and drove to his barn, a quartefof a 
mile off, dragging the girl behind. Ar- 
riving there he locked her up in the 
barn without sufficient clothing and 
without food. The girl was found by 
her uncle and another neighbor, who 
carried her away, but her injuries were 
So serious that she died on Novem- 
ber 22, 

Brockman has long been an outcast 
among the farmers of Osage township. 
His ranch joins the notorious Bender 
farm, and he was the nearest neighbor 
to the Bender butchers. After the hor- 
rifying crimes of the Bender family 
had become known and they had fled 


night by a mob of masked men, who 
demanded to know where the Benders 
had gone. Breckman insisted that he 
knew nothing of the Benders or their 
deeds, but he was strung up to the limb 


dead. Finally, however, he was cut 
down and allowed to go his way, but 
ever since he has been shunned.

THE ANXIOUS SEAT. 
Secretaries of Democratic Ward Con- 
ventions Ignored the Law. 

All is not serene in the camp of the 
local Democracy, as the possibility 
Stares it in the face that some of the 
fruits of Monday’s victory may fade 
into political nothingness, and all be- 


cause of the fact that the secretary of 
the late Democratic City Convention 


_knew no law and paid more attentior 


to the practical side of the political sit- 
uation than he did to the legal require- 
ments as made and provided for in the 
election laws of the State of California. 

Reference to certificates of nomina- 
tion on file in the office of the County 
Clerk develops the fact that the secre- 
tary in question did not comply .with 
the law as provided for in section 1190 
of the Political Code. The able secre- 
tary, evidently with an eye single to 
economy in time, and incidentally in 
paper, ink and labor, made a law to 
fit the case, and included in the one 
blank the names of the candidates for 
member of the City Council and mem- 
ber of the Board of Education. 

This error—for such it is—may result 
in the refusal of the constituted author- 
ity to issue to certain of the successful 
Democratic Councilmen and members 
of the Board of Education the certifi- 
cates of election which they deem 
themselves entitled to receive. The 
validity of their election is now under 
consideration, but just what action the 
Republican City Central Committee will 
take in the matter cannot be stated 
with absolute certainty at this time. 

The section of the election law on 
which action in the matter will be 
based reads as follows: 

“Sec. 1190. No certificate of nomina- 
tion shall .contain the name of more 
than one candidate for each office to 
be filled.’’ 

The certificates, or a maiority of 
them, on file in the County Clerk’s of- 
fice ‘show on their face that in the 
Democratic ward conventions, which 
nominated candidates for the City 
Council, the secretaries included on the 
same blank the name of the member of 
the Board of Education. This is con- 
sidered by competent attorneys a fatal 
mistake, which may result in nullify- 
ing the results reached on Monday in 
some of those wards which returned 
majorities for Democratic and fusion 
candidates for members of the Council 
and Board of Education. 

The form of the nominating certifi- 
cate and the method of filing the same 
is provided for in sections 1186, 1187 and 
1189 of the Political Code. the form be- 
ing designated ‘“‘Form A.” 

As above stated, the ward conven- 
tions of the Democracy were managed 
after the rough-and-ready style pecul- 
jar to the “unterrified’’ and “unwashed” 
and as a result the usual legal techni- 
calities were not only overlooked, but 
in a majority of cases discarded en- 
tirely. 

Within the coming twenty-four hours 
a decision will be reached in the mat- 
ter and action taken by the Law Com- 
mittee of the Republican City Central 
Committee, which has the matter under 
advisement. 

The secretary of the Republican City 
Convention complied with the law in 
both letter and spirit, and as a result 
no flaw rests on the title of the Repub- 
lican candidates-elect, who will receive 


their certificates in due process of law. . 


How far-reaching the error in_ the 
Democratic certificates will extend, or 
how many candidates it will affect can- 
not be determined at this time. Suffice 
it to say the anxious seat is fully occu. 

pied, and the occupants are of the 
Democratic and Populist aurea per- 
suasion.

ASSEMBLYMAN-ELECT TOLAND DID 
NOT OBSERVE THE LAW. 


| Todd, Who Was Defeated, Files a 


Contest and Hopes to Represent 
Ventura in the Legislature—A 
Lively Row in Prospect. 


A political sensation of the first mag- 
nitude was sprung on the citizens and 
electors of Ventura county yesterday 
afternoon, which may result in an ad- 
dition of one more vote to the Repub- 
lican majority in the lower house of 
the State Legislature. 

At the November election Thomas 
©. Toland, Democrat, received a ma- 
jority of the votes cast in the Sixty- 
ninth Assembly District for member 
ot Assembly, thereby defeating M. 
D. L. Todd, the Republican candidate. 

Under the provisions of the election 
law candidates must file an itemized 
Statement of their election expenses 
Within fifteen days after the day of 
election. This statement must by law 
be audited by a committee of five ap- 
pointed or elected by the nominating 
convention from which the candidate 
received his nomination. Through an 
Oversight, or because of forgetfulness, 
Mr. Toland failed to file the required 
Statement within the legal time, and. 
when threatened with a contest, made 
application to Judge B. T. Williams 
of the Superior Court for relief, which 
was granted. 

Now comes the party of the second 
part, the Republican candidate, M. D. 
L. Todd, who, through his attorney, 
State Senator Orr yesterday filed a con- 
test for the seat on the general ground 
that, having failed to properly qualify 
as provided by law, Mr. Toland is dis- 
qualified under the law, and that Judge 
Williams exceeded his authority in 
granting relief in a matter over which 
he has no jurisdiction. Under’ these 
conditions Senator Orr holds that no 
certificate of election should have been 
issued by the Secretary of State to 
Thomas O. Toland, Democrat, and. 
that the question of who shall repre- 
Sent the Sixty-ninth Assembly District 
during the coming session can only be 
determined before the bar of the house 
by contest, to be settled by the Com- | 
mittee on Contested Elections, 

A lively political row is in prospect, 
as each of the parties in interest is well 
and favorably known in Ventura 
county, and the filing of the contest 
by Mr. Todd will open up a _ political 
feud which was thought to be buried 
at the last election. The fact that 
Senator Orr takes issue with Superior 
Judge Williams on the question of 
jurisdiction is freely commented on, as 
the Senator is considered to be one of 
the best-posted men in this State in 
all matters pertaining to political tech- 
nicalities. He was chairman of the 
Committee on Corporations in the last 


‘State Senate, and was lookéd upon as 


the leader of the Republican party in 
the Legislature, and the fact that he 
is behind the contest lends color to the 
belief that Mr. Todd will succeed in his 
contest. 

This is the first instance of record 
where a contest has resulted because 
of the failure to file an expense ac- 
count. Mr. Toland, when interviewed, 


| stated that he. failed to file the legal 


statement because of business engage- 
ments which occupied his full time, and 
prevented him from securing the requi- 
site data from and signatures of his 
Finance Committee. He considers the 
relief granted by Judge Williams legal 
in form and binding in its bearing on 
the case. On these grounds he will 
endeavor to retain the certificate of 
election Which has been signed to him 
by Secretary of State Brown. 


EMBEZZLEMENT CASE. 


Examination of A. R. Maines Before 
Judge Rossiter. 


The examination of A. R. Maines on a 
charge of embezzlement, which has oc- 
cupied some time in the Justice Court 
was taken up again Before Judge Ros- 
siter yesterday and concluded. 

The testimony of the defense was 
principally given by the defendant him- 
self, A. C. Day and F. -H. Nolton. 
Nolton and Day were stockholders in 
the Crescent Steam Laundry, of which 
Maines was president, ani ‘)’N 2ill vice- 
president. 

Maines’s testimony was contradic- 
tory tothat of the prosecuting witness, 
O’Neill, and the other witnesses for 
the defense seemed inclined to take 
his side of the argument. 

The defendant makes his case on the 
ground that he loaned the company $500. 
The drafts on the bank for $178 
and $222 he admits to having made, 
but claims that they were simply with- 
drawals of his own money. The case 
was submitted on argument by J. N. 
Phillips, Esq., for the prosecution, and 
Robert N. Bulla, Esq., for the defense. 

Considerable feeling has been shown 
by both sides during the entire trial, 
testifying to enmity dating some time 
back and arising from other sources 
than the matter related on the witness 
stand.

THAT BIG WATER SUIT. 


DECISION DETERMINING RIGHTS 
OF THE DISPUTANTS. 


Jndgwe McKinley Decides the Lytle 
Creek Case and Will Hand Down 
an Opinion in a Few Days—Wil- 
lard Divorce Cane. 


One of the hardest contested suits 
ever tried in this county, and one in- 
volving extensive interests, was brought 
to a close so far as the Superior Court 
is concerned, in Judge McKinley’s court 
yesterday. It was the case of the 
Lytle Creek Land and Water Company 


against the Grapeland Irrigation Dis- 


trict. 

The case arose out of the many dis- 
putes as to the ownership of the 
waters of the Lytle Creek. There had 
been a consolidation of all the suits 
into one, and the decision determines 
the rights of each of the various con- 
testants. Only an order and memo- 
randum was given yesterday, but the 


opinion will be filed in a day or two. 


The memorandum as _ follows, 
showing the priority of the claimants: 
“First—Plaintiff is the owner of lord 
right, amounting to 123 inches taken at 
intake of cement ditch; also of 20 
inches under riparian right, taken at 
same point. 

“Second—Defendant Campbell is the 
owner of 150 inches at lord gate, equal 
to 200 inches at intalge. 

“Third—Lytle Creek Water Company 
is the owner of 450 inches taken at in- 
take. 

“Fourth—Plaintiff is entitled to take 
halance of water up to 2000 inches at 
intake, by appropriation. 
“Sixth—Grapeland Irrigation District 
has no right to’ maintain its tunnel or 


divert water by it, except as subject to 


above rights. 

“Seventh—Miller is not the owner of 
any water except Sulphur Springs, or 
of any riparian rights, except subject 
to above rights. 

“Eighth—Hughes is not the owner of 
any riparian right, or of any water ex- 
cept as subject to above right. 
“Ninth—Vosburgh is the owner of 
percolating water on hillside at house 
and in garden, but not of any other 
water or riparian right except as sub- 
ject to above rights.”

MORE MEN NEEDED. a 


City Council Asked to Employ Addi- 
tional Firemen, 

At the regular meeting of the Fire 
Commissioners yesterday morning, Mr. 
‘Vetter, acting as chairman, introduced 
the following letter to the Council. 
Which was read and ordered referred 
to the Council: 

“To the Honorable City Council: In 
connection with occupying the new en- 
Sine-house on Hill street, we would 
recommend that four of the present 
callmen of the department be advanced 
to the position of hosemen, on the per- 
manent force, with pay increased from 
$25 per month each, now allowed, to 
$50 per month each. This will insure a 


fixed complement of men on duty in 
this house at all times ready for the 
emergency of an alarm of fire, and is in 
line With the necessity of placing the 
entire department on a full paid basis 
soon as practicable. 

“We would also recommend promot- 
ing one of the present permanent men 
of the force to the position of captain 
at this house, with pay increased from 
$75, now allowed, to $80 per month. as 
allowed cantains in other houses of 
the department. 

“The transfer of Park hose apparatus 
to this house as now provided fer saves 
$50 per month rent, and about $15 per 
month incidental expense. The appara- 
tus stationed in the Hill-street house 
covers the most irnportant part of the 
city and we consider thechange herein 
mentioned as highly necessary.” 

Permission was granted C. C. Fulton 
to operate a livery stable on Los An- 
geles street near Third street.

EVIDENCE IN THE FLORENCE 


LADDY CASE CONCLUDED. 


Counsel for Defense Moves to Non- 
suit on Two Grounds—Case Against 
J. Wallace Dismissed by 
the Prosecution, 


A large crowd gathered yesterday 
afternoon in Justice Morrison’s court 
in anticipation of a seance full of 
racy and sensational details in the 
hearing of the Parkhurst Society liquor 
cases. 

The Florence Laddy case, in which 
the defendant is charged .with con- 
ducting a- retail liquor business with- 
out a license, consumed the entire aft- 
ernoon, and will be resumed this morn- 
tng at 9 o’clock. 

In the case against James L. Wal- 
lace, arrested for selling liquor after 
midnight, Assistant City Attorney 
Thomas stated that he had been in- 
sel for the rkhurst Society, to allow 
a dismissal’for the reason that’. the 
wrong person had been arrested, ow- 
ing to a certain personal resemblance 
between Wallace and another bar- 
keeper. 

When the Florence Laddy case was 
called, J. R. Rush, Esq., of the law 
firm of Davis & Rush, asked permis- 
Si0n to withdraw the plea of not guilty, 
previously made, for the purpose of 
entering a demurrer. _He submitted 
without argument the points that the 
complaint was not direct and certain 
as to the offense charged, and further 
that a single act charged did not con- 
stitute a public offense. The demurrer 
was promptly overruled and an excep- 
tion noted, whereupon the defendant 
reéntered the plea of not guilty and 
asked for a jury trial. The court de- 


nied a jury trial, and an exception 
Was noted. 

Before the examination of witnesses 
was begun, Mr. Rush stated that it 
had been sti by couns?l that 
an internal enue license had been 
issued to t defendant for this year, 


although he denied that this in itself | 


Was competent to affect the case. 
The first witness called was Ada 
Wilson, who testified that she haa lived 
at No. 148 San Pedro street for the 
past two.months. She had known 
Florence Laddy as the owner of the 


‘house for the past two or three years. 


She was present in the house on the 
night of November 26, and recognized 
tev. Mr. McLean as one of those who 
Was present that night. In conclusion 
She stated without hesitation that she 
was employed by Florence Laddy.

This testimony was drawn out piece-- 


meal after the most merciless cuestion- 
ing of the witness by Mr. Rush. The 
efforts of defendant’s counsel to show 
the character of the woman and the 


house on San Pedro street, and to force 


the witness into a confession to a 
knowledge of such facts was not alto- 
gether successful. Assistant City Attor- 
ney Thomas stood close guard and in- 
terposed objections at every turn. 
Ther was a tendency also on the part 
of the witness to grow argumentative 
and to volunteer too much informa- 
tion, contrary to the repeatedly ex- 
pressed admonition of his counsel. 

The purchase of the bottle of beer 
was described as follows by Rev. Mr. 
McLean: 

“When she (Ada Wilson) came for- 
ward and asked what I wanted, I or- 
dered beer, She went out of the room 
I drank 
enough of it to swear that it was beer, 
although I cannot say whether it was 
lager or steamed beer. We were all 
members of a committee, made up of 
ministers or students attending a the- 
ological college or seminary. I am sat- 
isfied that it was a house of prostitu- 
tion, but I couldn’t prove it. I went 
there to see if the law was being vio-

Mr. Rush questioned the witness closely 


as to how many times he had taken’ 
drinks that night. Rev. Mr. McLean 
answered: 

“I have no idea how many times I 
drank——possibly ‘five, but not more. I 
am not in the habit of drinking, but 
what I took that night had no effect 
upon me because I never took more 
than a sip or a mouthful. We were all

The testimony of J. R. Ross, one of 
the theological students who accom- 
panied Rev! Mr. McLean on his detec-. 
tive expedition, varied from that of 
Ross’s 
manner was direct and positive, and he 
therefore afforded Mr. Rush less op- 
portunity for: @aking equivocal infer- 
ences and for plays to the house. . 

On direct examination Ross testified 
that he visited the house on San Pedro 


| 8treet with Rev. Mr. McLean and two 


others. He heard the beer called for 
by McLean and saw the Wilson woman 
bring it in. He also tasted the beer 
and was positive as to the nature of 
the beverage. 

The cross-examination drew out 
nothing new, although it occupied con- 
siderable time, except that on coming. 
out of the house Ross had written the 
number on a card. He had not taken 
any other drinks that night previous 
to going to the San Pedro-street house. 
He understood when he went there 
that it was a house of prostitution, but 
the purpose of. his -visit was to see if 
the liquor ordinances were being vio- 
lated.” 

At the conclusion of Ross’s testimony 
the prosecution rested. 

Mr. Rush announced that he had 
been called into the case on but a few 
hours’ notice, and asked -until 9 o'clock 
today to argue a motion that the case 
be dismissed and the defendant dis- 
charged, on the ground that it had not 
been shown that Florence Laddy had 
been conducting a retail liquor business 
or that she had not a license. Say 

Mr. Thomas urged that the case be 
submitted to the court without argu-. 
ment, inasmuch as the court had 
passed upon a number of similar cases 
and was already familiar with the de- 
cisions of the upper courts. No ap- 
peal to Mr. Rush to cut the case short 
had any effect. He wished to look up 
the authorities and to make an ex- 
tended argument before the court. The 
case will therefore be resumed at 9 
o’clock today. 

In case the defendant’s motion to 
non-suit is denied, it is questioned by 
many if the defense will introduce 
further testimony, because it is un- 
Willing to submit to cross-examination.

FASHIONS OF LONG AGO. 


The Stye of Clothes Worn by Young 
Women Early in the Century. 

“A Group of American Girls Early in 
the Century” is the title of an article 
by Helen Everston Smith in the De- 
cember Century. After describing the 
visit of two cousins of Chancellor Liv- 
ingston to New York, the writer says: 

In general all was rose-colored to the 
two young country girls launched into 
society with every advantage which 
youth, cultivation, beauty and high 
connections could bestow. Riches they 
did not possess, but they were too happy 
to care for that. Their wardrobe 
strikes one as having been decidedly 
limited, but at that time it was held 
that simplicity should rule the attire of 
all young girls, so they did not feel 
abashed in the fresh, sheer white India 
muslin gowns, relieved with broad 
sashes, which were their only evening 
wear. These were made with low, 
square-cut necks and full sleeves gath- 
ered into a puff a little above the elbow. 

The so-called empire styles were then 
prevalent and probably in an exagger- 
ated form, as is apt to be the case 
when fashions have to be copied at a 
distance not only of thousands of miles, 
but also of a year or more of time. 
The skirts were short, showing not only 
the thin slipper, but the clocked silk 
stockings well above the ankle, and 
were so very scant that it required skill 
to dance in them without rending the 
slight fabric. Neither of the sisters 
had a silk dress. Gowns of that mate- 
rial were hardly considered suitable for 
unmarried women under 25 years of

Gowns of pretty flowered chintz were 
worn_at home, except in extremely cold 
weather, when a heavy, but soft, ma- 
terial known as “stuff’’ was permitted. 
For driving or walking each sister had 
a gown of dark crimson broadcloth. 
These were made with close sleeves 
coming a little below the elbow, where, 
as well as around the neck and the bot- 
tom of the skirt, was an edging of 
swansdown, charged later in the season 
for a border of marten fur. Long 
pelisses of crimson cloth, lined and 
trimmed with the marten fur, and 
great muffs and tippets of the same 
were worn in all suitable weather. The 
crimson velvet bonnets were large and 
scoop-like things, adorned with an 
ahundance of white ostrich plumes, but 
not by any means as exaggerated in 
size as those worn a few years later.

Highest in the World. 
(Railway Review:) The most note- , 
worthy feature in connection with the 
new Prussian State Railway, which is 
now in course of construction between 
the industrial centers of Remscheid 
and Solingen, will be the viaduct 
spanning the Wupperthal at the little 
town of Mungsten. When completed 
the structure will enjoy the distinc- 
tion of being the loftiest of its kind on 
the European continent, eclipsing both 
in height and width of its main arch 
the celebrated Douro bridge at Oporto, 
Spain. The total height of the Douro 
bridge is about 204 feet, whereas the 
viaduct at Mungsten will be 353 feet. 
As regards the span of the central 
arch, the one at Douro measures 525 
feet, while that at Mungsten will be 
556 feet. Upward of 1700 tons of iron 
work will be required for the princi- 
pal arch, and the total quantity of iron 
employed on the viaduct generally will 
amount to 4000 tons. :

CALIFORNIA SAVINGS BANKS, 
Published statistics show that the aver- 
age amount at the credit of depositors 
in the savings banks of the United 
States is $358. It will possibly surprise 
many to know that the average amount 
at the credit of depositors in the sav- 
ings banks of California fs more than 
twice that, or, tu be exact, is $823.57. 
Bearing on these facts the California 
Fruit Grower published the following 
interesting compilation: 

_“*The number of depositors in the San 
Francisco savings banks is 128,484; in- 
terior savings banks, 31,372, a total of 
159,856, who have to their credit the 
sum of $131,653,635.55, or an average, as 
before stated, of $823.57. At the same 
time there are deposits in San Fran- 
cisco; commercial banks amounting to 
27,709,939.29; in interior commercial 
banks, deposits of $25,920,216.43; in pri- 
vate banks, $1,030,019.46; in national 
banks, $16,340,791.61_—a grand total of de- 
posits amounting to $202,663,602.04.” 

This represents an average amount 
per capita in bank deposits alone of 
$124. It does not include any other prop- 
erty in any form whatever belonging to 
residents of this State. If the value of 
such other property was added to the 
amounts in bank it- would easily place 
California a long way in the lead as *e- 
nd the richest State, per capita, in the 
nion. 


COMMERCIAL. 
CANDIED ORANGE BLOSSOMS. 
From almost time immemorial there 
has been throughout the civilized world 
a constant, steady demand -for candied 
blossoms, as also for candied leaves of 
the more delicate fragrant plants. Chief 
afong those ‘in demand have been 
candied orange blossoms, lemon and 
lime blossoms, violet and rose leaves. 
Hitherto the supply of these things has 
come almost entirely from the south 
of France and more especially from the 
district of Grasse, where growers have 
for nearly a century past made a spe- 
cialty of that particular line of goods. 
The time has fully come when the 
orange and lime-growers and rose and 
violet-growers Of Southern California 
should give this branch of business 
their attention. The one aduditional 
thing needful is made right here on the 
spot—sugar. The orange tree being 
such a heavy over-producer of blossom 
there does not seem to be any reason 
whatever why that over-production 
should not be utilized here to the same 
advantage as it is in the south of 
France. Another ‘use to which the 
excess of blossom could put 
to is what is known in the trade as 
“Eau de fleur d’oranges” (orange blos- 
som water.) The process is a simple 
one. The blossoms are crushed in a 
mass, the extract distilled and then 


cum of fine brandy added to the re- 
quired strength. Both of these can be 
made just as well here and probably 
just as cheaply as they are made in 
the south of France, and as the con- 
sumption of both articles is quite con- 
siderable in this country the trade in 
them could be made a satisfactory 
addition to the orange trade. 


WORTHY OF NOTE. The San Diego 
Union publishes an interview with Col. 
Robert B. Stanton of that city, and. 
who has just returned from a trip in 
British Columbia. Among other things 
of interest: which he says, is the fol- 
lowing: ‘“‘The Canadian Pacific steam- 
ers are loaded down when they come 
in from the Orient. They bring Japan 
oranges, a Variety like tangerines, only 
larger, and the whole northern country 
is flooded with them, while I saw no 
California oranges at all.” 

The probabilities are that Col. Stan- 
ton will never live to see any Califor- 
nia oranges in British Columbia, and’ 
for one plain, simple reason: It is that 
the railway company which has con- 
trol of the freight business on the Pa- 
cific Coast will never permit it. Japan 
can keep right on sending all the 
oranges it can raise into British Colum- 
bia, and possibly into Washington and 
Oregon, without any fear.of coming 
into competition with California-grown 
oranges. It is about safe to say that 
a ton of oranges can be shipped from 
Yokohama to British Columbia cheaper 
than the Southern Pacific would charge 
to carry a single box from Los Ange- 
les to Seattle. What, with cheap Med- 
iterranean fruit on the Atlantic sea- 
board, and cheap Japanese fruit on the 
Pacific seaboard, the lot of the Cali- 


| fornia fruit-grower will not be a happy 


one until a protective tariff takes the 
place of the present free-for-the-world 
one.

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—Wheat opened exceed- 
ingly weak today. The first transactions in 
May were at declines of from %c to “%c, 
prices being from 80% to 79%, with very few 
buyers at over the lower figure. From that 
point the market tended steadily downward, 
the opening quotations being the highest price 
reached during the session. Liverpool cables 
were disappointing, as that market showed a 
loss of 3d, notwithstanding the improvement 
that was made here yesterday. But the most 
depressing feature of the market was the 
general dullness in speculators. Holders paid 
no attention to the bull news, but could see 
only the apathy of operators, and looked for- 
ward with apprehension to the dull days that 
are expected to follow as the result of the 
holidays. As a result there was a general 
disposition to get rid,of the long stuff and to 
sell short. Atlantic nort clearances once more 
gave evidences of twa heaviness of the Euro- 
pean demand. They amounted in wheat and 
flour together, including 17,293 barrels of flour 
from Newport News, to the equivalent of 
572,000 bushels. Northwestern receipts were 
neutral. Minneapolis and Duluth received 629 
cars, against 316 last week and 738 on the 
corresponding day of the year before. The 
market showed considerable nervousness and 
fluctuations between 79% and 79% were’ fre- 
quent. The feeling was noticable to the end.

When calls are made upon the 
department at night, the two police- 
men on duty are sometimes required to 

go a mile from the business center. 
and to be gone for an hour or two 
leaving that portion of the city entirely 
unguarded, a prey to burglars. That 
no serious burglaries have occurred is 
due more to good luck than to any 
other cause, and it would not be en- 
tirely impossible for three or four bold 
desperadoes to take the night police 
force unawares, bind and gag them, 
and loot the downtown quarter at their 
leisure. 

The force is, and has been, shame- 
fully inadequate for the needs of a city 
like Pasadena, and it cannot detect 
and apprehend burglars when its en- 
tire strength is absorbed in patroling 
the business section. Even in the day- 
time the residence portion of the town 
is not safe without police protection; 
and today the residence of Mr. Prinz, 
on North Los Robles avenue, was ran- 
sacked and robbed between the hours 
of 10 a.m. and 2 p.m., and clothing, jew- 
elry and small articles of various sorts 
taken.

DUARTE, Dec. 9.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) A large force has been 
employed at the association packing- 
house this week. Six cars will be 
shipped for the holiday trade, one to 
San Francisco, two to Boston, three to 
Chicago. Nothing but perfectly colored 
fruit will be sent gut. Three of these 
carloads were sold by special arrange- 
ment with the exchange at $2.50 per 
box eash. The association will pack 
100 carloads this season, about ten car- 
loads in advance of the output of last 
season. The packing-house is one of 
the best equipped in the State, pro- 
vided with all the conveniences for 
rapid and economical work, Among 
these is the running of the grader with 
a small Pelton water motor, the wate! 
being run from one reservoir to an- 
other through the wheel. It was put 
in at an expense of $80 and pays for it- 
self every month during the packing 
season. The expense’ per box for_la- 
bor from: the time the shooks arrived 
in the car till the fruit was put aboard 
for shipment, including officers’ sal- 
aries, was last season 91-10 cents per 
box. This is said to be the most eco- 
nomical labor rate per box ever secured 
in this work. At Sierra Madre the 
same association with fair conveni- 
ences paid 11 cents per box and at Mon- 
rovia, where the association packed in 
the depot it cost 14% cents. Much of 
this saving is chargeable to the use of 
water as a motive power. 

The bagement of the packing-house 
has been fitted into a lemon-curing 
room with an elevator on which to 
lower the fruit from the weigher on the 
‘upper floor. The lemon house is in 
charge ‘of A. J. Bentley, who has ar- 
rangements for shipping his lemons 
through the association. He is putting 
out one car each week and estimates 
the crop at 10,000 boxes. for the year 
ending November 1, 1897.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


It Excites a Warm Discussion but 
is Finally) Defeated—The Out- 
growth of the Grain-rate Con- 
troversy.

An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says that at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Railway Commission 
the question of what course the body 
should pursue in the direction of se- 
curing an early and final settlement of 
the grain-rate controversy, and in the 
direction of regulating freight rates 
than those applying to grain, 
now that Judge McKenna has given 
his decision. was brought up by Com- 
missioner Stanton. In the discussion 
which ensued, Commissioners Stanton 
and La Rue found it impossible to 
agree and the proceedings of the meet- 
ing were marked with some side reflec- 
tions nut likely to promote harmony. 
Dr. Stanton said: “I would prefer to 
see this grain-rate case dismissed. I 
think we are in a position to go ahead 
now and regulate all the rates we want 
to, provided we are not stopped with 
another injunction. Let this commis- 
sion determine what is the Southern 
Pacific Company's capital. We can do 
this better than the Circuit Court. Let 
us, independently of the Attorney-Gen- 
efal and the court, proceed to a deter- 
mination of the financial status of that 
company that we may beable to judge 
whether the company can stand a re- 
duction of rates. We can subpoena 
the officers of the company and get at 
their books. First we can compel them 
to bring us their latest sheets and 
schedules of rates as a basis on which 
to work. If we find that the company 
has distorted its figures and that it 
can stand a reduction of rates, we can 
put reduced rates into effect. We are 
no longer enjoined except as to the 
8-per-cent. reduction on grain.” 

Chairman La Rue could not see the 
matter in that light. He was in favor 
of fighting out the grain-rate case, in 
the Circuit Court. 

Commissioner Clark proposed that 
the board have a consultation with its 
attorneys before undertaking the pro- 
posed investigation. A motion to that 
effect was finally adopted, after Dr. 
Stanton had vainly tried to get Chair- 
man La Rue to put a motion declaring 
in favor of an investigation into the 
financial and general standing of the 
company. And so the matter tempora- 
rily: rests.
